REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record lacks the claimed singular tubular body that includes the first cam that is rigidly 
connected to the fixed half pulley and also the bushing on which the mobile half pulley is 
slidably fitted. In addition, the prior art of record does not teach a single body made of 
plastic and co-molded on a supporting shaft that forms both the first cam and a 
supporting bushing for the mobile half pulley.
